MINOR CHANGES ASKED 
TO CLARIFY THE WORDING 


In Teuton Circles No Diffi-| 


culty Is Anticipated Over 
~ Proposed Changes — For- 
‘mal Agreement Is Expect- 
ed in the Next Few Days. 


Washington, Febfuary 8—In sub- 
stance the tentative communication 
from Germany, designed to settle the 
Lusitania case, is acceptable to the 
United States. High administration of- 
ficials tonight consider that this gov- 
ernment, in prevailing upon Germany 
to make the concessions and agree- 
ments sét forth in the document, has 
achieved recognition of all the high 
principles for which it has contended 
in connection with submarine war- 
fare. 

While the substance of the proposed 
communication admittedly is satisfac- 
tory, minor changes to clarify the 
wording and in connection with the 
form which the formal document shall 
take were suggested today to Count 
von Bernstorff, the Germat ambassa- 
dor, by Secretary Lansing. The de- 
sires of the United States in this con- 
nection were made known to the am- 
bassador after President Wilson had 
discussed the subject with his cabinet. 
Count von Bern&Storff immediately in- 
formed the secretary that he saw no 
reason why the changes could not be 
made, but explained that, as a pre- 
caution, he ‘would submit the entire 
matter to his government for final ap- 
proval. He did so in a dispatch sent 
to Berlin tonight, and within about six 
days the resulting formal communica- 
tion is expected. 
| Specific Statement Wanted. 

Secretary Lansing insists, it is stated 
Sy high authority, thet it“ shall be 
stated wpecifically in the communica- 
tion that it is in answer to the Ameri- 
éan note regarding thé Lusitania. This 
and changes deemed necessary to cla- 
rify certain portions of the document, 
administration. officials thought Count 
von Bernstorff himself would! be able 
to make. The ambassador, however, 
decided not to change even the punc- 
tuation of the document withoyt his 
government's approval. He had not 
deemed it necessary, it is said, to in- 
clude the statement that the commu- 
nication was in answer to the Ameri- 
can note, considering that the same 
end. would be accomplished by submit- 
‘ting it im the form of a memorandum. 

The ambassador as yet does not 
know whether his government wants 
him to sign the formal note or wheth- 
er it is desired to Nave the secretary 
of foreign affairs to do s0. This phase 
also has been submitted to Berlin, 

Assurances were received in high 
diplomatic and official circles that the 
changes of wording suggested would 
not in any sense alter the meaning. 
No modifications, it was authoritative- 
ly stated, were suggested in connection 

with the phrase substituted for the 
word “illegal,”” which the German gov- 
ernment was unwilling to use. 

Ne Difficulty Anticipated. 

In Teutonic diplomatic circles not 
the slightest difficulty over the pro- 
posed changes. is anticipated. It is said 
Berlin officials probably will immedi- 
ately authorize them. Apparently some’ 
of the changes consist merely of sub- 
stituting one word for another, chang- 
ing the position of one phrase of a 
sentence without changing even the 
words, and striking out words, which, 
in their translation from German to 
English, make the language unusual. 

Developments came rapidly today. 
Secretary Lansing went to the white 
house an hour before the time set for 
the cabinet meeting to discuss with 
the president in detail the tentative 
communication and analyze the mean- 
ing of the words employed. When the 
cabinet met, the proposal was submit- 
ted by the president. 

Later Count von Bernstorff, who had 
requested an appointment, was called 
to the state department by Secretary 


Lansing. . The two remained closeted in

It seems 
that we are reachihg a proposition 
that neutrals ought to be consulted 
before war begins.” :

In his address tonight Mr. Elliott told 
the chamber that a way should 
found to adjust wage demands so that 
even the conception of a plan to par- 
alyze the entire railway system of the 
country would be impossible. He la- 
mented the tendency toward the eight- 
hour day in view of the great volume 
of work facing the country’s industries 
and declared the railroads should be 
relieved of the burden of serving “for- 
ty-nine masters’’—the federal govern- 
ment and the states. 

“The nation is confronted with more 
work than ever before, ships to build, 
factories to enlarge, railways to com- 
plete,” he said. “About 30,000,000 men 
are at work. If they work ten hours 
a day that is 93,600,000,000 hours a 
year. If they work eight hours it is 
74,8860,000,000, a difference of 18,720,- 
000,000 hours a yéar. At eight hours 
a day this would mean that 
7,400,000 more men must be employed 
to do the work that 36;000,000 could 
jo. And where are they 
from?” 


Titanic Struggie for Trade. 


‘ Secretary Redfield pictured a ti- 
tanic struggle for the world’s com- 
merce after the European war, with 
the United States, Germany and Eng- 
iand, the three great trade rivals. 
American. business, he declared, must 
borrow German organization and Brit- 
ish tenacity, perfecting at the same 
time Yankee methods, if it would 
emerge victorious from the trade war.

> gia, where Mr. Watson resides and where his 
_ paper is published. 


In connection with the’ Watson case, The 
New York World, calling attention to the 
effort of Attorney General Bonaparte under 
the Roosevelt admintstration,says: 


What Attorney — ‘Bonaparte at- 
tempted to do was to dra reg editors from 
their homes for trial in ashington or, 
as in the New York case, by a strained 
eonstruction to gain federal jurisdiction 
in. a complaint against a newspaper be- 
cause a few abe of it had been de- 
livered or sold on property owned by the 
government. What Attorney General 
Gregory threatens. to do is the same 
thing in spirit and purpose—to pick from 
many jurisdictions one in which he 
thinks conviction will be certain, and 
then pres against his victim under the 
postal laws with. all the enginery of des- 

otism. President Wilson's urgent duty 
s to forbid this indefensible use of 
power. 


The New York Times, commenting upon 
the Watson case, predicts that the depart-

- Suggestion that Watson be indicted outside

, Of all the newspapers in the United 
States, it may be readily assumed, The New 
York Times and The New York World would 
be the last, Dyghaps, to enter into a personal 
defense of Mr, Watson in this particular 
case; and yet, viewing it strictly from the 
state standpoint, it will be apparent that 
they see the danger not alone to Georgia and 
her citizens, but to the citizens of other 
states and the states themselves, in this 


extraordinary proceeding.

‘herself, it is evident that the protest of the

OUR MERCHANT MARINE. 

There is a direct menace to the com- 
merce of the United States in the dnnounce- 
ment just made in the British parliament 
that the whole British mercantile marine is 
now under government control, and that a 
special committee has been appointed | to. 
manage and direct the shipping. problem. 

Germany’s. merchant marine has always 
been under government control. It is the 
same with Japan and within the past few 
Weeks France has made a large appropria- 
tion for the purchase or construction of ad- 
ditional vessels to carry. on that country’s 
commerce. 

Here we are face to face with govern- 
ment control and direction of foreign ship- 
ping and transportation by four of the 
largest commercial nations of the world. 
Does anyone think for a. moment that this 
country is going to compete successfully 
with these four great nations in world trade 
by leaving the matter wholly to private 
capital under our present adverse shipping 
laws?. 

It is inconceivable. Germany has at- 
tempted: te urge the claim that it is this 
commercial situation which, more than 
anything else, is responsible for the hostil- 
ity between herself and England. If Euro- 
pean commercial competition has brought 
about the most gigantic war in world his- 
tory, does it stand to reason that we can 
hope to compete-in world commerce with 
laws that restrain rather than encourage 
private capital from entefinge the ocean 
transportation business? 

Nor is there any assurance that, with the 
most liberal laws that congress might enact 
under present conditions, the United States 
would retain the trade it might momentarily 
acquire as a result of the present war: 

England and other- competitive nations 
will naturally be on the lookout to seize 
any good trade routes which this country 
might develop, even through the most lib- 
eral laws congress might enact. For, surely, 
for one thing, congress cannot enact laws 
which would compensate for the difference 
between the wages of American and foreign 
seamen. 

But if it should prove impossible for us 
to meet this foreign competition on the high 
seas, it is certainly possible for us to make 
adequate provision'for the transportation of 
our own products to the ports of those na- 


tions that want them and are waiting for 


them. We can at least provide for the de- 
livery of our own' goods to those who have 
bought them and want them. 

This is what congress is asked to do now. 
And because this provision has not been 
made our wharves and warehouses are piled 
high’ with goods, railroad yards are blocked 
to overflowing with loaded cars and we are 
threatened with industrial stagnation un- 
less. we provide some means for sending 
these goods to the customers who have 
bought them.

DISCUSSING PLAYS THAT 


Should a succeeding base runner who 
lives up to all the rules of the game 
be made to suffer because of a viola-) 
tion of the rules by the base runner | 
ahead, said violation being failure to 
touch a certain base? This situation 

résents itself scores of times during 

e baseball season. It is the subject 
of all kinds of disputes and argu- 
ments. It is a question on which cer- 
tain rules conflict, it is a question on 
which expert authorities fail to agree, 
it is a question that is constantly put 
up to the sporting editors for an an- 
sewer. 


There is an editor of a prominent 
sporting publication who. always an- 
swers such queries by stating posi- 
tively that a succeeding base funner 
should be called out if he touth a base 


runner ahead. He bases his reason on 
section 16 of rule 56, which relates to 
passing a preceding base runner be- 
fore such runmer hag ey been put 
out. -He also points to rule 52 covering 
runs., In a recent issue 
of the paper, edited by a man con- 
ceded to be one of the best authoritics 
on rules, I discovered the followirg 
query which illustrates the position he 
takes on the question. ; 


Runners on first and second, no one 
out, when batter hits for a home “iin; 
runner on second fails to touch third 
on his way to the plate; the runner 
of firat and the batter touch each base 


proper erie 4 of a run. he ball is 
returned to the infield and secured by 
the third baseman, who has noticed the 
failure of the runner on* second to 
touch third on his way home. The um- 
pire also noticed -the mistake. The 
third baseman touches the bag with 
the ball in his possession. That, of 
course, retires the runner who failed 
to touch the base. The umpire then 
declares outfi both succeeding base run- 
ners, aren that eon have techni- 
c@ly passed the preceding runner be- 
fore he was out. 


Now for the answer of the baseball 
expert. Here it is: “We have, talked 
the play over with a number of major 
league umpires, and all of them insist 
that the succeeding runners should not 
be called out because of a rule viola- 
tion by the. preceding runner, We 
have always taken the same view as 
that given by your umpire, that the 
pomnoestne runners technically passed 
the preceding runner on the base lines 
before said runner was out, and hence 
both were automatically out for so 
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have had such a play to come up a 
great number of times, and I have al- 
ways taken a directly contrary: opinion 
to the one expressed. above, There 
are a great many cases where the um- 
pire must use common sense and fair 
play in deciphering a situation. I re- 


gard the: play stated above as one of 


thosé situations. In fact, all major 
league umpires are a unit on this play. 
They penalize only the player who has 
erred, when the ball is held by the 
Relies, on the bag which has been 
missed. , 


Technically it can be argued that the 
succeeding runners are out for passing 
the preceding base runner, since the 
preceding runner never did .touch a 
base which they later touched. us 
they acquired possession of the bag be- 
fore the runner who preceded them on 
the lines. That interpretation fs draw- 
ing the lines pretty fine, yet it is a pos- 
sible conclusion. Major league um- 
pires base their rvling on rule 59, which 
relates to the scoring of runs. That 
rule says: Qné run shall be scored every 
time a base runner, after having legal- 
ly touched the first three bases,/shall 
legally touch the home plate before 
three men are out, provided, however, 
he does not reach home on a play in 
which the third, man be forced out, or 
put out before reaching first base. In 
the case cited, the. man riginally on 
first and the batter who hit the home 
run, each having touched all three 
bases and the home plate, are regard- 
ed as having properly scored. ,All that 
would be. necessary to oO away 
with this play, which is a constant 
producer of arguments, would be to 
substitute a phrase in rule 59 worded 
something like this: “Failure of a pre- 
ceding base runner to legally touch a 
base shall have no effect ‘on a succeed- 
ing base runner or runners who touch 
each base.” That would end all argu- 
ment, would ne ppp b settle the point 
in dispute, and would lessen the la- 
bors of the various sporting editors 
who annually answer said question 
time after time.
